largement, depart out of the ſaid Cities of London and Welminſter, and late Lines of Communication, and 
all other Places within twenty Miles of the ſaid late Lines, unlels it be their places of Habitation 
ko themſelves and Families. And if any ſuch perlon oz perſons ſhall continue Within the ſaid late 
Lines, oz the ſaid diſtance of twenty Miles from the aid Lines, after the ſaid twelfth day of Ju- 
ly inſtant, 02 if then under Reſtraint , ſhall continue wehin the Distance afozelaid, above five Dayes
